The child's father, 
Gerald 


Swindle, went to Englandnlast 
year and took her from Mrs. 
Valerie 
Swindle, 
his former 


wife. Mrs. Swindle came to Ar- 
kansas seeking to regain custo- 
dy of Sharon. 


Swindle obtained a temporary 


court order giving him custody, 
and before Mrs. Swindle could 
get the order changed he left 
the state. 


She sought to ge the Supreme 


Court to nullify a Greene Coun- 
ty Chancery Court order so law 
enforcement 
officials 
could 


move against Swindle. 


The 
court 
majority 
found 


that, regardless of sympathies, 
the husband was protected by 
law. 


Ward said in his dissenting 


opinion that "Assistance is now 
being denied this mother by this 
court, the trial court and the 
law enforcement officers be- 


cause of a legal technicality 
which does not, in my opinion, 
apply 
under 
the 
undisputed 


facts in this case, 


"The only point at issue is 


did the trial court have juris- 
diction, after expiration of the 
court term, to give Gerald legal 
custody of Sharon." 


Ward said in his opinion the 


Aug. 9 chancery court order 
giving Swindle custody of the 
child was void. 


He also said that Sharon was 


taken from her mother "illegal- 
ly and by force." 
War Critics 
Fail to Give 
Helpful Hints

WASHINGTON (AP) - House 


Republicans 
criticize 
Johnson 


administration Viet Nam poli- 
cies but say they don't plan to 
tell the President how to run the 
war. 


Rep. Charles E. Goodell of 


New York made this clear today 
in discussing a white paper is- 
sued Monday night by the House 


Republican Conference. It said 
administration policy 
in Viet 


Nam "has been uncertain and 
subject to abrupt change." 


"The urgent immediate ques- 


tion is how to end this war more 
speedily and at smaller cost 
while 
safeguarding 
the inde- 


pendence and freedom of South 
Viet Nam," 
the white paper 


said. 


But the 32-page report offered 


no specific proposals, and Goo-, 
dell, chairman of the GOP's 
Committee on Planning and Re- 
search, emphasized "that is not 
the purpose of the paper. 


"Our purpose was to put the 


whole situation into lerspective 
by means of a scholarly study 
explaining how we got to where 
we are now," the New York Re- 
publican said. 


"We're not planning to look 


over the President's shoulder 
each time he gets ready to 
make a decision." 


Goodell; 
Rep. Melvin 
R. 


Laird, 
the 
GOP conference 


chairman; and Rep. Gerald R. 
Ford, 
the 
House Republican 


leader, whose signatures ap- 
peared on the report, planned to 
discuss it at a news conference 
today. 


But Uoodell said any specific 


GOP proposals would be con- 
fined to ideas previously sup. 
ported by party groups, such as 
an all-Asia peace conference, 
quarantine of the port of Hai- 
phong and increased bombing of 
military targets in North Viet 
Nam. 


The House GOP report, an 


updated 
version 
of a study 


made last year, traced U. S. 
involvement in Viet Nam from 
1950, when it said the Truman 
administration agreed to send 
economic and military equip- 
ment to what was then French 
Indochina. 


"When President Eisenhower 


left office," it said, "there was 
no crisis in Viet Nam." 


During the Johnson adminis- 


tration, it went on, "the United 
States has become a full-fledged 
combatant in a conflict that is 
becoming bigger than the Ko- 
rean War." 


The report said "the objective 


of the United States in Viet Nam 
has become clouded" and made 
these criticisms of administra- 
tion policy: 


— "The 
administration 
has 


consistently held off needed mil- 
itary action unoii the situation in 


South Viet Nam reached a state 
of acute deterioration 
failed to use the economic pow* 
er of the nation in the conflict." 


— "The administration has not 


told the American people the 
truth about the military situa* 
tion in Viet Nam, about the mis- 
sion of American troops, about 
war 
costs, about casualties, 


about peace feelers. This stud* 
ied deception strikes at the vi- 
tals of the system of popular gov- 
ernment." 


-"The result of President 


Johnson's policies, according to 
leading administration spokes- 
men, has been a stalemate with 
neither victory nor satisfactory 
peace in prospect."

CBS is rumored to favor a

team but did not say in what 
capacity he would be retained. 


The name most prominently 


mentioned to take over the Yan- 
kee GM job is Lee MacPhail, 
currently administrative assist- 
ant to baseball commissioner 
William D. Eckert.

The device operates to place a 
call into the long distance tele- Church, 
phone network without routing it 
through the telephone company 
billing equipment. Early models 
were crude and were generally 
built by students and experiment- 
ers. 
Today more sophisticated 


devices are being built by pro. 
fessionals. 


Use of the "blue box" or simi- 


lar devices violates the federal 
fraud by wire, radio or televis- 
ion statute, Handloser said. Und- 
er this statute, he said, each 
count of an indictment carries a 
maximum sentence of $10,000 
fine or five years imprisonment 
or both, 


Recently in Oklahoma City four 


men were found guilty of violating 
this federal statute. Two others 
facing similar charges there a. 
wait trial. 


According to Handloser, the 


guilty verdicts in Oklahoma City 
were the first of their kind. Two
